Complaint: Black jail guards weren’t allowed around Derek Chauvin 


O nMay 29,former Minneapolis 
police officer Derek Chauvin 
was booked into the Ramsey 
County Jail for the murder 
of George Floyd. 

An acting sergeant who usually handles 
high-profile inmates began the normal pat- 
down. According to charges filed with the 
Minnesota Department of Human Rights, 
Superintendent Steve Lydon stopped him, 
and had white officers take his place and 
continue Chauvin’s intake process. 

The sergeant, who is Black, talked to a 
colleague, who reportedly told him the issue 
was about his race. 

Lydon was allegedly barring all employees 
of color from the fifth floor, where Chauvin 
was to be held in isolation, and forbidding 
them to come into contact with him. Their 
jobs would be performed by white people 
instead. According to the charges, which 
were reported first by the Star Tribune, 
some of the officers of color held a meeting 


to process what was happening. They called 
it a “segregation order.” Some cried. Some 
wondered aloud if they should just quit. 

All eight of them had written accounts 
of later, when they took it up with Lydon, 
and he allegedly admitted to banning offi¬ 
cers of color from the fifth floor. At first he 
defended his decision, and said it wasn’t 
racist. Then, after about 45 minutes, he 
reversed it. 

Officers took the issue up through their 
union, and in an ensuinginvestigation, Lydon 
tried explaining himself He said he was 
trying to protect them, and thought Floyd’s 
death at Chauvin’s hands would probably 
have engendered some “acute racialized 
trauma” in his employees. 

“Then I met with the individuals that 
were working at the time and explained to 
them what my thought process was at the 
time and assured them that the decision 
was made out of concern for them and was 
in no way related to a concern regarding 


their professionalism or Chauvin’s safety,” 
Lydon’s statement said. 

In his own statement, SheriffBob Fletcher 
says his office is looking into what happened. 

Accordingto the New York Times, some 
officers say the policy was still in effect 
during a shift two days later. 

Bonnie M. Smith, a Minneapolis attorney 
representing the officers, called the move 
“absurd” in a press conference on Sunday. 

“This order didn’t help protect anyone,” 
she said. “It was a blatantly discriminatory 
order.” 

Chauvin was moved last month to a state 
prison just outside of St. Paul. 

In addition to the claims of discrimination, 
there have also been reports of Chauvin 
beinggiven preferential treatment duringhis 
time at Ramsey County. One of the officers 
of color said he’d seen a white lieutenant in 
Chauvin’s cell letting him use her phone, 
which is against the jail’s policy. 

Lydon, meanwhile, has been temporarily

removed from his post and will report to 
Undersheriff Bill Finney with “modifled 
duties.” 

The Black officers are asking that Lydon 
be permanently reassigned from running the 
jail, and seeking compensation for emotional 
distress and missed work from shifts they 
took off around the time of the segregation

R emember: The first 
Pride was a riot. 

It wasn’t sponsored 
by Walmart and Coca 
Cola. Comcast didn’t 
wave a rainbow flag. 
There certainly wasn’t 
a Wells Fargo float. 

That first Pride, in 
1969, was an uprising 
led by queer people of color. It was a rebel¬ 
lion, and it began with a police raid on a New 
York City gay bar that was a home to many 
of the queer community’s most marginalized 
members: homeless youth. Black trans women. 
There were six nights of unrest. It was a turn¬ 
ing point for the gay rights movement. 

Plenty of people have been quick to con¬ 
demn the protests that followed George Floyd’s 
murder at the hands of Minneapolis police. 
Burning buildings isn’t the “right” way to 
do it, they say. Smashing windows doesn’t 
“actually” do anything. 

But the riots at Stonewall are just one 
example that shows: It works. So this year, 
to celebrate Pride, we’re taking a look back 
at some of the queer acts of civil and not-so- 
civil disobedience that have transformed the 
Twin Cities.

also more moderate members of the gay 
establishment who thought it was better 
to go by the book: write petitions, study 
law, run for office. “They thought they 
would scare people with direct action.”

One of FREE’S first major actions came 
in 1970, when the State Services Radio 
for the Blind fired a man named Thom 
Higgins after he told his boss he was 
gay. About 30 people picketed Higgins’s 
employer, in an act Minnesota Histori¬ 
cal Society historian Noah Barth, who 
made a documentary about the radical 
queer student group, calls “somewhat 
revolutionary.” 

“It’s coming a year now—a little under 
a year—after Stonewall. So pretty early 
on, but also, like, in Minnesota,” Barth 
says. There were other groups advocat¬ 
ing for gay rights at the time, but not a 
lot of that work was happening in the 
Upper Midwest. 

Even within FREE, Barth says, there 
was uncertainty about how to protest. The 
group had its “radical hippie types,” but 


Barth says. “It’s 1970. They’re defining 
it as they go. They know what other 
movements look like, but this is not like 
other movements... they were afraid of 
alienating a lot of the people that would 
contribute to their organization by doing 
something so public and so abrasive.” 

But other public efforts toward end¬ 
ing job discrimination followed. For a 
campaign to bar anti-gay companies from 
recruiting at the U, FREE sent out letters 
to employers throughout Minnesota ask¬ 
ing if they’d hire an openly gay person. 
One of those employers was Hone 5 rwell, 
which said: Nope. “They put so much 
pressure on... that eventually Hone 5 rwell 
yields,” Barth says. 

And there was a rally for Mike McCon¬ 
nell, who married FREE president Jack 
Baker in 1971, making them the first

for “the homosexuals.” Out of nowhere, 
a fruit pie flies across the screen, splat¬ 
tering all over her bigoted face. 

This is in 1977, and the “Save Our Chil¬ 
dren” campaign is in full swing. The group 
wanted to overturn new laws around the 
nation protecting gay people from dis¬ 
crimination, and Bryant—a former beauty 
queen and Christian singer who was also 
the face of Florida Orange Juice—was its 
most prominent spokesperson. “She had 
a kind of celebrity that was very much 
tied to conservative, right Christians,” 
explains Kevin Murphy, one of the edi¬ 
tors of Queer Twin Cities. 

“At the center of their agenda was 
this idea that gay men, especially, would 
recruit children,” Murphy explains. 
“They can’t procreate by themselves, 
so they need to increase their numbers 
through recruitment.” (They were also 
early proponents of the whole, “if we 
let men marry each other, where does 
it end—with people marrying Saint Ber¬ 
nards?” line of thought.) Save Our Chil¬ 
dren was working to reverse ordinances 
around the country that protected gay 
rights, and with some success: They 
helped overturn a Miami-Dade County 
law that banned discrimination in areas 
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like housing and employment. 

One of the places Bryant targeted was 
St. Paul, which had passed civil protec¬ 
tions on the basis of sexual preference 
in 1974. A Twin Cities gay rights group 
called the Target City Coalition didn’t 
love that. “They were radical in the way 
they protested—you could see the kind 
of street, performative politics... Target 
City Coalition believed in the kind of 
protesting that would get a lot of media 
attention and public attention through 
spectacle,” Murphy says. And what better 
way to do that than with pie? 

“Pie-ingis spectacular, right?” Murphy 
laughs. “It’s an act that gets attention, it 
has some humor, there’s an element of 
camp. It’s in the tradition of throwing 
cream pie in people’s faces that comes 
from, like, the Three Stooges, and vaude¬ 
ville. It’s made for media culture.” 

Thom Higgins wasn’t just the poster 
boy for workplace non-discrimination... 
he’s also the activist who splattered Bry¬ 
ant with pie. Thom and co. did a few 
famous pie-ings—they pied the Catholic 
Archbishop of Minnesota, to somewhat 
mixed public reaction—but this one was 
huge. 

“That clip was featured on Saturday 
Night Live, in the Weekend Update seg¬ 
ment. It immediately got a lot of atten¬ 
tion,” Murphy says. “And that clip, in 


the age of the internet, it’s circulated 
so widely that it’s become influential 
on its own.” 

Again, there was concern within activ¬ 
ist groups that the tactic was inadvisable, 
that embracing radical queer politics 
would turn people against their cause. 
And in fact. Save Our Children did manage 
to overturn protections for gay people 
in St. Paul. 

“In the immediate sense, it was not 
successful,” Murphy said. “In the longer- 


term sense, though, it was very success¬ 
ful, in that if politics are debated and 
understood within the realm of popular 
culture, then finding ways to engage the 
media and popular culture in protest 
can be very effective.”

The creation of the 
Women’s Stndies 
Department at 
the University of 
Minnesota 


In the mid-1960s, Toni McNaron was a 
professor in the English Department at the 
U of M. It was a time of great protest—for 
the establishment of ethnic studies and 


women’s studies departments, against the 
Vietnam war—and there was a lot of talk 
about whether or not feminism needed to 
formally come to the university. 

“That interested me, because I had 
been going to study groups, both lesbian 


and plain-old feminism, around the city 
with other people,” McNaron says today. 

A group of grad students asked McN¬ 
aron if she’d polish up their proposal 
to establish women’s studies at the 
university and take it to the academic 
powers in place. She gathered a few fac¬ 
ulty members who were willing to help 
show the enthusiasm was there, and... 
it worked. Sort of. 

‘We got approved as a program,” McN¬ 
aron says—but not as a department. “Now, 
what you need to know is that was how 
the university generally thought it could 
say ‘yes’ to something, but it would go 
away eventually because there wouldn’t 
be enough support.” 

Students asked McNaron if she would 
be the first women’s studies... “person,” 
McNaron chuckles. “You couldn’t be 
called a chair, because you didn’t have 
a department.” They gave her a desk in 
a room in the college of liberal arts and 
“about a third of a secretary’s time.” And 
then, she began trying to And a list of 
dates for when she had to have course 
descriptions in. 

“If there had not been incredible sup¬ 
port by a lot of secretarial staff, we never 
would have made it past the first year.” 
McNaron says she would get phone calls 
saying the deadline had passed, but the 
secretaries wouldn’t tell anyone. “There

And the minute courses opened, they 
were full. Within two years the ‘"program” 
became a department; in another two, it 
was allowed to have a major and a minor 
rather than a concentration. And shortly 
after that, it became the first non-coastal 
graduate women’s studies program in 
the country. 

“What began to happen is the lesbian 
component of this bunch of people began 
understanding that it wasn’t enough to 
have just a week, or a book, or a couple 
of books—that there really needed to 
be something that began to raise more

complicated issues,” McNaron says. At 
the time, she was still closeted. Not in 
her personal life; she’d meet with out 
groups to talk about and share ideas. 
“But at the university, I was petrified.” 

When she taught “Introduction to 
Women’s Studies,” she’d refer to lesbi¬ 
ans as “they.” But eventually, with the 
support of her friends (and after making 
the decision to get sober), she came out 
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in front of a class. 

“I have a feeling no more than about 
15 of them even heard the difference 
when I said ‘lesbians, we,’” McNaron 
says. “But I heard the difference, and 
my friends heard the difference, and it 
was an incredibly important moment 
for me.” She started working to bring 
more queer ideas to campus, and told 
the English Department she wanted to 
teach lesbian literature. 

McNaron was the first out professor at 
the university, followed shortly by Allan 


scissors in her backpack—“not to men¬ 
tion that Black transgender women need 
to be able to protect themselves.” And, 
well. The man. Dean Schmitz, died of 
stab wounds to his chest. 

“Literally, this is the same time George 
Zimmerman is on trial for claiming to 
‘stand his ground’ against Tra 5 won Mar¬ 
tin,” Jenkins explains. “It was literally 
the same time. But here in Minnesota, 
Mike Freeman, the county attorney who’s 
still county attorney now, said that CeCe 
had a duty to retreat.

Spear, who became one of the first openly 
gay Americans in elected office in 1974. 
McNaron is now a professor emeritus of 
English at the U and the author of several 
books, including Poisoned Ivy—which 
is about lesbophobic and homophobic 
bullying in academia. 

The Free CeCe 
Movement 

The movement to free CeCe McDonald 
was a seminal moment in trans history 
and activism—not just in the Twin Cities, 
but around the world. 

“I think one of the cool things about the 
CeCe McDonald story is... it really helped, 
I think, create some intersectionality 
between the Black Lives Matter move¬ 
ment and the trans rights movement,” 
says Minneapolis City Council member 
Andrea Jenkins, the first Black openly 
transgender woman elected to public 
office in the United States. 

It was in June 2011, around midnight, 
and CeCe, a Black trans woman, was 
walking with friends to the Cub on East 
Lake Street. Outside of the Schooner 
Tavern—right by the Third Precinct, 
Jenkins notes—they encountered a 
group of people who hurled racist and 
transphobic slurs at them. 

“They were pretty lit up. And they were 
white supremacists. I mean, one guy had 
a swastika tattooed on his chest,” Jenkins 
says. They started throwing punches; 
one slashed CeCe across the face. 

At the time, CeCe was a fashion design 
student at MCTC, so she had a pair of 


CeCe was charged with two counts 
of second-degree murder. She was con¬ 
victed of second-degree manslaughter 
and sentenced to 41 months. And she 
was sent to a men’s correctional facility 
in St. Cloud. 

“But that sparked an international 
movement around trans rights,” Jenkins 
says. LGBTQ organizations around the 
country wrote letters to Mike Freeman in 
support of CeCe. One of the most famous 
trans people at the time, the revolution¬ 
ary activist Leslie Feinberg, took up the 
cause, and was arrested for spray-paint¬ 
ing “Free CeCe Now” on the Hennepin 
County Courthouse. Laverne Cox made 
a documentary about her struggle. 

“CeCe led that,” Jenkins says. “From 
jail. She sparked her own movement.” 
And on January 13,2014, she was released, 
after serving 19 months. (Cox was among 
those who greeted her at prison; she 
later says she envisioned her Orange Is 
the New Black character as an homage 
to CeCe.) 

“CeCe was a survivor,” Jenkins says. 
“So far 15 trans women this year have not 
survived. They have been killed. Twenty- 
eight trans women last year. Twnety-six 
the year before that. The numbers just 
keep rising. One hundred and seventy- 
two trans people have been murdered 
since 2013, and 73 percent have been 
black. The violence is real.” 

Black trans woman lyanna Dior was 
just brutally beaten in St. Paul during 
the protests, as people stood around 
watching and filming the attack. 

“The statement that Black Lives Mat¬ 
ter—it has to be all Black lives,” Jenkins 
says. “Transgender people are Black lives. 
We have lots of work ahead of us.” 
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Gay Pride 
the City of 
Minneapoiis 

*lt is hardly known—except by a few 
scholars and those who lived through the 
events—that in 1980 and 1981 a small group 
of determined persons in Minneapolis 
fought, and eventually won, the right to 
hold a Gay Pride block party on the city’s 
leading thoroughfare over the opposition 
of almost the entire Minneapolis political 
establishment.” 

So civil liberties lawyer Norman Dorsen 
writes in the instantly grabbing preface 
to Jason Smith’s 2011 book Gay Pride v. 
The City of Minneapolis. 

As Dorsen notes, the story is simple 
enough. Local gay rights organizations 
wanted to hold a parade on Hennepin. 
The city repeatedly denied their requests, 
even though other groups and businesses 
had been allowed to shut down the street 
for their causes and companies over the 
years. Activists went up against the city, 
and on Friday, June 26,1981, following 
an “exhausting three-year struggle in a 
federal courtroom,” the city’s first Gay 
Pride Block Party was held. 

“I was nervous that night, but also 
tremendously excited,” recalls Claude 
Peck, a Minneapolis-based writer and 
editor and Target City Coalition member 


who fought in favor of the party at the 
time. “After years when gay men gath¬ 
ered mainly in windowless gay bars, this 
giant celebration took place outside, on 
Hennepin, where the Aquatennial and 
dozens of other groups had been granted 
permits.” 

Peck remembers that they didn’t 
have a ton of planning time between 
the favorable ruling and the event itself, 
which meant a lot of it was organized and 
publicized at the last minute. “I rented 
a flatbed truck, literally tied the punk 
band Urban Guerillas onto the back 
of it with their equipment, and drove 
around the corner from Fourth Street 
onto Hennepin Avenue in front of the 
Gay 90’s,” he says. 

It sounds like a lot of fun, right? And 
it was! Peck remembers the crowd going 
wild, the music, the passionate speeches 
by Brad Golden of Target City Coalition 
and Matt Stark, the “pugnacious hetero¬ 
sexual MCLU director who by then had 
led several other landmark court fights 
for gay rights in Minnesota, often without 
the support of DFLers.” (In fact, it was 
the DFL-controlled Minneapolis City 
Council that had been blocking Block 
Party permits for years.) 

But the event was a lot more than just a 
big party on Hennepin. In his book. Smith 
argues that this was a turning point in gay 
rights organizing in the Upper Midwest 
and a factor in shifting public attitudes 
about homosexuality and civil rights. 

“On one side of the issue were Gay 
activists and their straight allies and 
supporters who wanted immediate 
recognition and support of their rights 
by society and its institutions of power,” 
Smith writes. “On the other side were 
City Council members who opposed any 
recognition of Gay rights, and conserva¬ 
tive Gay leaders who favored a ‘go-slow’ 
approach that they hoped would, little 
by little, lead to greater acceptance of 
Gay men and Lesbians by society.” 
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As Peck puts it: “The party was also 
a precedent.”

The quiet revolution 
of POC queer 
eonininnity-building 

Somethingyoull quickly notice about the 
written and recorded queer history of the 
Twin Cities is that it's very, very white. 

Jason Jackson remembers looking for 
Black queer history and talking to Stewart 
van Cleve, author oiLand of10,000Loves: 
A History of Queer Minnesota. “Me being 
bold, I was like, T'm kind of curious to 
know what were you able to find around 
Black queer history in the Twin Cities?' 
And he was like, ‘Unfortunately, there 
isn't a lot of information.''' 

Jackson, who's now a Diversity and 
Inclusion Consultant at HealthPartners, 
knew that just because the information 
wasn't readily available, that didn't mean 
it didn't exist. So he started looking into 
the hidden Black queer history of the 
Twin Cities, digging into the archives 
and hunting down old news stories. 
Eventually, he put together a project 
called “Unheard Voices: Black LGBT 
History in the Twin Cities.'' (It's avail¬ 
able today in the U of M's Tretter Col¬ 
lection in Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual and 
Transgender Studies.) 

“I started to ask myself the question: 
What is Black, queer Minnesota? What 
are the stories I wouldn't know about the 
place I now call home?'' Jackson asks. 
“Where are their faces? Where are their 
voices? Where were they?'' 

Jackson explains that much of Min¬ 
nesota's early Black queer organizing 
is the kind of stuff that didn't make it

into periodicals. “These organizations 
may have not had 50Ic3s, you know?” 
Jackson explains. “They were kitchen- 
table organizations. Who's going to give 
us a 50Ic3 for Black Pride in the '80s?” 
They were more like social support net¬ 
works, fundraising and hosting events, 
sure, but also lifting each other up and 
making one another feel heard. 

One of those groups was Taranga, 
which became a space for Black queer 
men just to be in community with each 
other. Black men were still targets of 
discrimination within the gay community 
in the late '80s and early '90s (and, let's 
be honest, are to this day). Jackson heard 
from men who were routinely asked to 
show three pieces of ID to get into gay 
bars, who were hassled in ways their 
white counterparts weren't. 

There was also the organization Men 
of Color, which Jackson describes as 
“the welcome wagon”—if you were a gay 
person of color who moved to town in 
the '90s, they'd know about it, and make 
sure someone reached out, came to visit, 
made you feel part of the community. 

Then there was the group Women of 
Color Stirfry. “It was social and phil- 
anthropical, in a way,” recalls Stirfry's 
Rosanna Hudgins. “We wanted to give 
back to community... it was a way to con¬ 
nect with other queer folks of color, and 
we tried to give back to community in 
whatever way we could.” 

Some of those donations went toward 
producing My Girlfriend Did It, a ground¬ 
breaking film produced by Casa de Esper- 
anza that's one of the first training videos 
on on woman-to-woman intimate partner 
violence. Hudgins was also the statewide 
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coordinator for same-sex domestic violence 
for the Minnesota Coalition Against Sexual 
Assault—the only person of color on the 
staff—and the video has been lauded for its 
focus on racial diversity and lesbian point 
of view in 1995. Hudgins is also respon¬ 
sible for bringing Audre Lorde to speak

at a women’s studies conference at the U. 

This kind of activism doesn’t have the 
spectacle of tossing a pie in someone’s 
face, doesn’t have the flair of a parade 
down Hennepin. Black activists in the 
movement’s early days had to work within 
systems that were safe, that worked for 
them. Because to even be queer and a 
person of color is radical. 

“I remember segregation,” says 
Hudgins. Growing up in Kansas City, 
“We were taught as kids, if we were 


racism within the queer community, 
and homo- and transphobia within all 
communities—we always And ways to

Jackson says. “It feels really authentic, 
it feels like when I ask you how are you, 
I actually mean how are you? It means 
I’m going to take care of you, because I 
see you in myself.” 

“It’s not going to get on the cover of 
Time magazine, and that’s okay. That’s 
not the point.

Noting that whole stretches of the Twin 
Cities had become a food desert in a mat¬ 
ter of days, just/us sought to “bring food 
to the people of St. Paul and Minneapolis 
as they demand justice for George Floyd.” 
Mid-pandemic, for days on end, powered 
by PayPal donations, they provided the 
public with free meals at outdoor com¬ 
munity spaces throughout the Twin Cities 
(including the memorial site at 38th and 
Chicago), and channeled all surplus tips 
and funds to Reclaim the Block. “It was 
alllll love!” As of last week, they’re back 
at home after their three-month COVID 
hiatus, slinging a totally revamped menu 
that’s available from their walk-up takeout 
window. 274 E. Fourth St, St Paul 

Modern Times 

“It does not feel right for us to try and 
reopen for business and continue oper¬ 
ating as we previously had,” south Min¬ 
neapolis’s Modern Times cafe wrote on 
June 7, by way of announcing that after 
falling quiet for months, they would once 
again welcome guests—but under a new 
business model that better reflects the 
present social climate. “After becoming 
nearly inoperable because of the COVID- 
19 pandemic, followed by police terror 
and civil unrest, we decided to temporar¬ 
ily transition to a business model whose 
sole purpose is to foster and support our 
greater community.” In practice, this means 
staff are working as volunteers, the cafe 
will operate on a pay-what-you-can basis, 
and—with the blessing of a landlord who 
furloughed their rent—all proceeds from 


the month of June will be donated back 
to community coffers.

Modist Brewing 

To support individuals protesting the mur¬ 
der of George Floyd and police brutality, 
the North Loop brewery switched up its 
operations, including closing the taproom 
and patio and temporarily suspending 
deliveries to better support protesters. 
Modist began offering protesters free 
hot dogs, first aid, water, and not-not 
the occasional complimentary beer... shh! 
They became a drop-off point for first aid 
supplies with the help of local musician 
and street medic Nur-D, and pledged to

Frontline Aid. All of the aforementioned 
is hugely generous no matter how you 
slice it, but extraordinarily so when tak¬ 
ing into account the business forecast so 
many Minnesota craft brewers anticipate 
in the coming months.

For a brief moment, takeout 
cuisine continued to flow from the busi¬ 
ness’s restaurant side until the grassroots 
donation center that had sprung up on the 
Rum Bar side took precedence.

they’d collected and distributed food, 
medical supplies, hygiene products, and 
home goods to the Whittier neighborhood 
since May 29. When restaurant operations 
resumed for takeout and delivery, it was 
alongside the team’s coordinated sup¬ 
ply distribution and fund-raising efforts, 
which Scott McDonald, Pimento’s book¬ 
ing manager, told the Southwest Journal 
will exist “as long as the need is here for 
us to provide any food or services.”

Seward Cafe 

The worker-owned cafe run by the Radical 
Roots Collective has continually adapted 
to the pandemic to safely serve the needs 
of their customers and the community, 
including testing out an online ordering 
system featuring pantry staples with 
weekly home delivery.

It’s the end of the road for Fuji-Ya and the Herkimer

inneapolis’s staunch¬ 
est Packer bar, the Her¬ 
kimer Pub and Brewery, 
announced they’re throw¬ 
ing in the towel after 20 
years in business. 

(No, they did not appoint a successor 
to the cheesehead throne, which means 
things could get ugly if and when the NFL 
returns to the field.) 

‘We know The Herkimer has been a sec¬ 
ond home to SO many of us over the years, 
and we are extremely sad that our time 
with you is coming to an end,” wrote the 
establishment’s team in a parting message 
posted June 21 to Facebook. They contin¬ 
ued, thanking their “phenomenal guests 
and fiercely loyal staff,” who were praised 
for evolving along with the Uptown and 
Lyn-Lake neighborhoods over the decades. 

The Herkimer’s statement tackled the 
pandemic’s role in its impending closure 
head-on. “The industry is so uncertain 
right now and we’re simply unsure how 
we would be able to navigate these times 
with confidence, knowing there is so much 
more uncertainty to come,” they wrote. 
“Prior to the coronavirus outbreak, it had 
become increasingly apparent that the 
evolving character of the industry was 
becoming less able to sustain a neighbor¬ 
hood pub like us.” 

Given the fate of the Herkimer, eyes turn 
to owner Blake Richardson’s other nearby 
dining operation, Moto-i, which just hosted 
a grand reopening of its rooftop patio on 


June 17, and in a magnanimous gesture has 
been donating 50 percent of to-go bottled 
sake sales to local nonprofit organization 
Black Visions Collective. 

News of the Herkimer’s closure came just 
three days after word spread that neighbor¬ 
ing Fuji-Ya, yet another treasured old-school 
L 5 m-Lake holdout, wouldn’t be reopening. 

On May 7, after weeks of offering takeout 
during the COVID-19 shutdown, Fuji-Ya 
announced a temporary closure via its 
Facebook page. Now its website simply 
reads: “Thank you for your support. Unfor¬ 
tunately we are closing our doors.” Fuji-Ya 
sustained damage following last month’s 
rioting after the police killing of George 
Floyd. Some of the vandalism included a 
Nazi swastika, according to an unconfirmed 
social media post. 

The building that housed the sushi institu¬ 
tion, which first opened in 1959 by original 
owner Reiko Weston in downtown Min¬ 
neapolis, is currently bank-owned and for 
sale.

DEAD ALIVE 

Grumpy’s Death Comedy Jam lives 
on in a new documentary

he ghost of Death Comedy 
Jam is alive once again. 

Over the course of 15 
years, hundreds of estab¬ 
lished comedians, open mic 
performers, and absolute trainwrecks 
graced the stage at Grumpy’s Bar in 
downtown Minneapolis, aka the ‘'worst 
comedy room in the country.” Then, in 
2018, Death Comedy Jam came to an 
end when Grumpy’s was torn down. 

This week, the storied open mic 
will be resurrected again in Ian Rans’s 
documentary. Death’s Last Stand. Shot 
during the open mic’s final night, the 
film follows the show’s hosts—Chris 
Maddock, Patrick Bauer, and Wayne 


Burfeind—along with a cast of comics 
including Miss Shannan Paul, Tiffany 
Norton, Bryan Miller, and Isaac Witty as 
they provide a glimpse into the show’s 
history and legacy. 

‘T started working at Grumpy’s as a 
waiter and barback back in 2000,” recalls 


Chris Maddock, the man who helmed 
the Jam since its beginning in 2003. “At 
that point, I had done comedy maybe a 
handful of times, but they knew I had 
done it so they asked me.” 

Maddock teamed up with Dan 
Schlissel from Stand Up! Records, 


and started hosting the evening. 
“Every week I was just terrified,” he 
admits. “I felt like I didn’t belong in 
the comedy scene, and I was just sick 
to my stomach every Wednesday. After 
a couple of years, I thought it was going 
to get shut down because there weren’t 
a lot of people coming. Then it went on 
for 13 more years.” 

Those next 13 years would see a lot 
of memorable moments take place at 
the bar, with headliners like Maria 
Bamford, Doug Stanhope, and Andy 
Kindler gracing the Grumpy’s stage. 
But the real legacy of Death Comedy 
Jam comes from the local comics who 
kept coming back each week.

‘'Bryan Miller touches on it in the docu¬ 
mentary when he says that Grumpy’s was 
sort of a neutral ground for local come¬ 
dians,” says Rans. “The show worked 
because it wasn’t overly aspirational. 
Everybody wasn’t there 100 percent and 
just doing their old material that they 
know works. They were trying out actual, 
legitimate new material—and that would 
often fall flat on its face. The room itself 
kind of had this ‘loveable loser’ quality 
to it, even though none of the comics 
would live up to that. Shit could hap¬ 
pen there that couldn’t happen in other 
comedy rooms.” 

While plenty of that shit is included in 
the film, a few moments have been left 
to legend. Like the time Maddock was 
punched on stage. 

“This fella was about six-foot-seven, 
a real giant man. He was sitting in the 
front booth by himself and just giving 
every comic crap,” recalls Maddock. “So 
when he went up [to perform], we kept 
flicking the lights on and off and turning 
the music up on him. He wouldn’t get 
off the stage, so I went up and told him 
to give me the mic. And in the middle 
of a sentence he took his hand that was 
holding the mic and he just clobbered 
me on the side of the head.” 

Another time. Sir Ian McKellen decided 


to come by the Jam. 

“He was doing King Lear at the Guth¬ 
rie, and he and a few others decided 
to come and watch the show,” recalls 
Maddock. “He said he didn’t want to 
go to Sea Change nearby because, ‘$9 
for a glass of wine? This place is more 
my speed.’” 

While those stories may not have made 
the cut, the documentary does a great 
job of showcasing why Grumpy’s and 
Death Comedy Jam have such a special 
place in the hearts of comics and fans 
in Minneapolis years after its demise. 

Clips feature Miss Shannan Paul, 
who explains that a joke that worked 
at Grumpy’s could work anywhere; 
stories of established comics bombing 
spectacularly; and Isaac Witty getting 
emotional about his favorite memories 
of the show, both on and off stage. 

The comradery, the insanity (where 
else can you see the Grin Reaper doing 
bad cruise-ship comedy?), the laughter, 
and the sense of unharnessed creativ¬ 
ity that happened on that tiny stage 
downtown may never be duplicated, 
but thanks to the documentary, we can 
all have one last visit with an old friend.

he indoor mall formerly 
known as Calhoun Square 
will soon be rechristened. 

Last Friday, Northpond 
Partners, which purchased 
the building in October 2019, stated via 
a press release that they’d already been 
considering a name change. “As a reflec¬ 
tion of our support and solidarity with 
the City of Minneapolis and the Black 
Lives Matter movement, we have decided 
to expedite the process.” 

The change is “effective immediately.” 
The iconic (and problematic) signage 
is no more. 

The mall, which opened in the 1980s, 


was named after the nearby lake, which 
was named after an influential piece of 
garbage who didn’t even have any real 
connection to Minnesota. 

“A property named for a known racist 
and champion of slavery has no place in 
Minneapolis or an 5 rwhere in our society,” 
the release from Northpond further states.

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FINDING HIS VOICE 


How a detour through Minneapolis helped 
Spank Rock reemerge as Naeem on Startisha

ou might know Naeem 
Juwan’s music even if the 
name doesn’t sound familiar. 
As SpankRock, the Baltimore- 
born rapper has been spitting 
often hilarious, often dirty rhymes over 
rough-edged electronic beats with his 
musical partner Amanda Blank since the 
mid-’OOs. But that’s an alter ego you can 
imagine an artist wanting to shuffle off as 
he nears 40. And after a recent trip through 
Minneapolis, en route from his old home of 
Philadelphia to his new one in Los Angeles, 
Naeem (as he’s now known) finished the 
album that allowed him to do just that. 

Startisha is a collection of unconventional 
beauty, moving between musical styles in a 
manner that’s often surprising but always 
graceful. The expressive voice that recasts 
the opening track, the Silver Apples ’60s 
psychedelic chestnut ‘Tou and I,” is not 
one of velveteen R&B but something more 
idiosyncratically human. Elsewhere Naeem 
collaborates with soul eccentric Swamp 
Dogg, Bon Iver’s Justin Vernon (who has 
named a song after him), stylistically like- 
minded local Velvet Negroni, and, on a truly 
filthy track. Blank and Micah James. But 
maybe the standout cut here is the title track, 
a wistful, emotionally nuanced look back 
at a girl Naeem grew up with in Baltimore 
that’s linked to a melody I haven’t been able 
to shake since I first heard it. 

We spoke with Naeem by phone last week 
about the new developments in his music, 
particularly about how his 18-month stay in 
Minneapolis shaped Startzs/ia and helped 
him re-imagine the collaborative process. 

City Pages: At what point duringthe record¬ 
ing of this album did you start thinking, 
‘This doesn’t feel like a Spank Rock album, 
maybe it’s time to use a new name”? 
Naeem Juwan: It was at the very end. I was 
working on the record, especially once I 
got to Minneapolis, and was deep in the 
project, and I knew I was moving to L.A. 
With all the major life changes that were 
happeningpushingme over the edge, I real¬ 
ized I could put this out under a different 
name. Under my own name. 

CP: What sorts of major life changes? Mov¬ 
ing? 

N J : Yeah, mostly. I’d been in Philadelphia for 
like 18 years, and I was supposed to move 
to Los Angeles, because my bo}^!*lend got 
a job there. But I didn’t want to live in L.A. 
at all so I went to Minneapolis instead. I 
knew that my time was going to be short 


there—but I planned to be there for six 
months and turned out to be more like a 
year and a half! 

After leaving Philly, this city I had just 
an extreme connection to, that was just 
one of my favorite places in the world—it 
really rocked me, I really felt uprooted. And 
then getting to Minneapolis and feeling 
like, “Aw man, I really found my people.” It 
was crazy; I felt like I was this lost Smurf, 
that I should have been in this little village 
my entire life. 

CP: What brought you out here in the first 
place? 

NJ: Ryan Olson is the dude who really 
invited me out, before I moved there, just 
to play some festivals, some shows. When 
I got there it was mostly hanging out with 
Ryan, all the homies in Poli 9 a and Marijuana 
Deathsquads. When I decided to move, 
Justin [Vernon] was like, ‘ Yo, the apartment 
building I’m living in has an opening,” so I 
moved in there. Justin and his best friends, 
a trumpet player, Trever [Hagen], and he 
was on the album too. It was just like the 
Chipmunks on something, running up and 
down to each others’ apartments. 

I came out to finish the album that I’d 
started in Philly, coming out there to maybe 


put some final touches on it That was what 
the six months was supposed to be for. But 
then I started making friends and seeing 
people again. I’d been friends with Har 
Mar [Superstar] for such a longtime, him 
being there, helping me out—he gave me a 
mattress! This extremely expensive ortho¬ 
pedic or whatever mattress, it was crazy. 
Unlike anything I’d ever slept on in my life. 
I just had so many great homies there that it 
went from “I’m just gonna take six months 
to finish this record” to “I think I’m never 
gonna leave.” 

CP: You’ve mentioned Prince as an influ¬ 
ence. Can you talk about some of the ways 
he’s shaped how you work? 

NJ: One thing I learned about Prince, he 
always had his crew, his family around him, 
like regardless. His band wasn’t changing 
as drastically as it appeared. He was just 
using different musicians in different roles 
at the time. And to me, that just felt really 
Minneapolis at the core. I was learning 
a lot working with Ryan. He always had 
so many friends working on each others’ 
projects all the time, being supportive of 
each other. Like, Velvet Negroni’s on the 
album because he’s just hanging out, and 
this is somebody where I was obsessed with 


his first album, really looked up to him a lot, 
and I feel like he wouldn’t have been there to 
be a verse on my album if there wasn’t that 
blueprint of always having friends around. 

CP: There’s a retrospective feel to a lot of 
this album. There’s a lot of looking back. 
Was that a conscious choice or just a con¬ 
sequence of getting older? 

N J : I set goals for this album, because I feel 
like I’d lost my way a bit as a songwriter, like 
I didn’t have the same fire, the feeling that 
I had something to say. I wanted to make 
a new album but I didn’t have that young 
rapper spirit an 5 miore, where you feel like 
everything you want to say is fucking bril¬ 
liant I was settingrules, like “These are what 
classic songs are. This is what makes a good 
song a good song.” And it was really about 
pulling from personal experiences. Half the 
album is retrospective because for me, all 
my personal experiences at the time were so 
boring. I was just sitting around, like doing 
nothing. I had nothingto pull from really. So 
I started thinking, “What’s important here? 
What made you who you are today?” and 
then I tried to focus on those things. Some 
things are more recent. A lot of things that 
were speaking to me and were popping in 
my head were things that drew me back to 
my childhood. I wanted it to be personal, 
so I wanted to think about Baltimore. 

CP: You’ve spoken before about the process 
of becoming comfortable with your singing 
voice. Who have you listened to and what 
steps have you taken to ease into that new 
part of your performance style? 

N J : I had to take one class; they taught me 
the mechanics of singing, and that got me to 
the point where I thought lean sing in front 
of., my engineer now. But I only took one 
voice lesson. And as I made this album and 
I wanted to sing more, I was writing songs 
in other people’s voices, a lot of imitations, 
and on a lot of the demos, I can hear I’m 
singing a different way. I want to prevent 
myself from sounding different on every 
song, on every album. I was listening to a 
lot of funny-voiced singers, the kind who 
don’t feel confident. So like, AndreSOOO, a 
big influence—I love Andre’s voice, but I 
remember seeing how uncomfortable he 
looked onstage when he had to sing The Love 
Below songs. Then I go back to Parliament 
Funkadelic where a lot of the voices are 
really soulful and brash, not these perfect 
voices. I go to Leonard Cohen so often, 
because he was poet who wan’t supposed 
to be a singer, but he decided to sing his 
poetry an 5 way. Stuff like that inspires me. 03

Blowing Up 

My partner’s old co-worker won’t 
stop blowing up his phone! 


’m committed to my male partner 
and he’s committed to me. (I’m a 
woman.) But we 
both understand we 
need to flirt and that 
we will both want to sleep 
with someone else at some 
point. We live together, we 
have a dog, and neither of 
us believes in marriage. We 
plan to purchase a house 
in the coming months. 

Here’s the issue: He met 
a woman at work. He’s not 
sexually attracted to her at 
all. She, however, would 
love to blow him. She’s in 
an unhappy marriage and 
has no friends. They exchanged numbers 
when my partner was transferred and now 
she texts him constantly. It doesn’t totally 
bother me. But not only does she text him at 
all hours of the day and night, she continu¬ 
ously tells him he’s the hottest man she’s ever 
met. She sends him nudes, which I’ve seen, 
and says she wants to suck his ‘'huge dick.” 
(It is huge.) Even though I know he’s not 
attracted to her. I’m still feeling threatened. 
I have low self-esteem right now and I’m 
struggling with depression. I’m speaking 
with a therapist and I’m on meds. But the 
meds have made megain about 50pounds, 
which doesn’t help with the depression. I get 
the need and desire to flirt. But right now 
I’m not confident enough to be okay with 
him being sexual with another person even 
fit’s just texts. And I feel this way knowing 
he has no plans to be with her! He contin¬ 
ues to tell me he has no desire to spend his 
life with anyone but me. Yet he’s suddenly 
hesitant to buy a house. I guess I’m asking 
WTF should I do? 

DINGING PHONE REALLY EXACERBATING 
SEMI-SERIOUS DEPRESSION 

You say it doesn’t bother you—it doesn’t 
totally bother you—that this woman texts 
your partner day and night, DPRESSD, 
which strikes me as odd. Because that shit 
would drive me up the wall. Blowing up 
someone’s phone at all hours of the day and 
night screams, “1 HAVE NO BOUNDARIES! 
lAMINCAPABLEOFBEINGCONSIDER- 
ATE! I HAVE NO SELF CONTROL!” Even 
if you were in a place where you felt better 
about your partner getting some attention 
elsewhere, the shit this woman is pulling 
would still be annoying, unsettling, and 
bothersome. 


This shit should be disqualifying. Your 
partner should’ve shut this woman down 
already. He should’ve told 
this woman to knock it 
off and, if she didn’t, he 
should’ve told her to fuck 
the fuck off and blocked 
her number. If he tried 
to shut her down and 
she kept texting him, 
DPRESSD, I have to 
wonder why he hasn’t 
he blocked her number. 
Assuming he’s tellingyou 
the truth about not being 
attracted to her—and it 
sounds like he is—he may 
have allowed this to go on 
because he enjoys feeling desirable and/or 
he doesn’t want to hurt her feelings. If it’s 
the former, make it clear to your partner 
that you wouldn’t have a problem with him 
finding someone else to swap flirty sext 
messages with, so long as it’s someone who 
can sext in moderation and at appropriate 
times.

Depression often puts the worst possible 
spin on things; it can lead us to reject a 
calming truth someone is telling us in favor 
of an alarming lie we’re telling ourselves. 
Don’t fall into that trap. 

Finally, please talk to your doctor about 
switching out your meds. If weight gain is 
a side effect of the ones you’re on now and 
weight gain is makingyou more depressed, 
then it doesn’t make sense to keep treating 
your depression with your current meds.
